Days  to  maturity,  130-140.  This  comparatively  new  variety,  named  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr. 
John  T.  Dorrance,  head  of  the  Campbell  Soup  Company,  was  originated  by  H.  F.  Hall  of  that  firm. 
It  is  classed  as  a  second-early,  being  a  little  later  but  larger  than  Bonny  Best.  Its  fruit  is  slightly 
flattened.  The  vines  are  unusually  strong  for  a  second  early.  Under  normal  conditions  it  sets  and 
produces  a  very  heavy  crop,  ripens  well  around  the  stem,  and  does  not  crack  as  badly  as  Bonny 
Best.  It  is  one  of  those  varieties  which  can  be  transplanted  in  the  North  as  late  as  June  10.
